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^H£ Registers of Baptisms^ Marriages^ and Burials from 
1559 — 1 81 a are contained in three volumes^ referred 
to hereafter as A^ B> and C. 

Register A was a parchment volume stitched in a cover 
of parchment, and measured ii| inches in length by 8 in 
width. It was in a very fragmentary condition, as the 
photograph taken by the Editor will shew. The present 
Vicar, the Rev, Arthur Carr, M.A. Oxon, has had each 
leaf of the Register most carefully repaired and inset on 
thick paper, and where holes appear on the leaves such 
leaves are covered with silk net, so as to preserve them 
from falling to pieces. The leaves thus inset all round 
are bound in a strong cover, enlarging the size of the 
volume to 14! inches in length by 10 in width. The work 
was most successfully carried out under the superintendence 
of Mr. James W. Metcalfe of the Binding Department of 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode at the British Museum. 

The Editor cannot pass further without recording the 
thoughtful ness of a previous Vicar, the Rev. Wm. Jackson, 
who held the living 1730 — 1754, in making an abbreviated 
copy of the Register containing the entries from 4 October 
1559 to I a September 1745. This copy is hereafter referred 
to as " Paper-copy Register B.'' Such copy appears to have 
been made circa 1745. The existence of this copy has 
supplied blanks caused by the decay of the Parchment 
Register, and any extracts or variations are printed in italics. 

The Register contains entries of — 

Baptisms from 26 January 1560 to 21 July 1745. 
Marriages from 6 May 1561 to 3 July 1745. 
Burials from 4 October 1559 to 13 September 1745. 

Register B is a paper^ volume bounded in a strong parch- 
ment cover with engraved brass comers, an engraved brass 
pval ornament in the pentre, and was fitted with two brass 
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clasps^ both of which are now missing. This volume is 
referred to as " Paper-copy Hegister B '' so far as it con- 
tains copies of the entries from 1559 to 1745, but on the 
27th April 1746 a note in the margin states^ " Here is begun 
this new Register/' and it consequently becomes Registen B. 
The edges of this Register have been carefuljy repaired^ 
and the whole rebound in its original cover. It«neasur^s 
15^ inches in length by 10 in width. It contains entries of —

forms (with Banns on ruled paper), and the Bjurials at the 
end are written on ruled paper.

Arthur Carr, M.A., the Vicar, for allowing the Roisters 
to be printed, and for the facilities he has kindly afforded 
the Editor in making the transcript. Special thanks are 
accorded to him for the restoration of Register A. The 
Editor's thanks are tendered to the Vicar and Mrs. Carr 
for many acts of kindness and hospitality so kindly extended 
to him during the progress of the Work. 

In conclusion, the best thanks of the Society and all 
its Members are due to Mrs. Carr for kindly bearing the 
cost of re-cutting the inscription on, and supplying a new 
brass with inscription tn the matrix of portland stone, which 
was erected to the memory of Mrs Frances I-esly, the wife 
of the Rev. James Lesly, who was Vicar of the parish during 
1628 — 1652. The inscription on the brass was taken from 
Aubrey's " History of Surrey," vol, ii., p. 43. The work 
was very creditably. carried out by Messrs. Gawthorp and 
Sons of 16 Long Acre, London, W.C.
